Ziegler made a special note that the 
eminent medical educator was a Demo­ 
crat. He said Finch had talked to Nix­ 
on Friday night by telephone to dis­ 
cuss the formal recommendation. 
Egeberg was graduated from Cor­ 
nell University in 1925 and received his 
MD degree from Northwestern Univers­ 
ity in 1929. During World War II, from 
1944 to 194ÎK he served as personal 
physician andaide-decamp to Gen. Doug­ 
las MacArthur. 
Egeberg was in the Medical corps at 
the time and was discharged as a colo­ 
nel. 
The White House also made public a 
list of his past writings and books in the 
medical field. He served his internship 
at Wesley Hospital in Chicago and his 
residency at the University of Michigan 
Hospital In Ann Arbor. 
Ziegler declined to comment on Ege­ 
berg 's philosophy of federal health fund­ 
ing such as Medicare. He said such ques­ 
tions should be addressed to Finch.

Nixon plans six nation trip 


including Communist Romania 


NEW YORK (DPI) - President Nixon 
will leave July 23 on a six nation trip 
that will take him to Romania, making 
him the first U.S. President to visit a 
Communist country since World War 
D. 
The White House announced that Pres­ 
ident Nixon would travel to the Pacific 
Ocean for the splashdown of America’s 
Apollo 11 moon landing astrolauts, then 
visit 
five 
Asian 
nations and fly to 
Bucharest for a meeting with President 
Nicolae Ceausescu. 
The trip will take the president to the 
PhUippines, Indonesia, 'TTiailand, India 
and Pakistan. 
The 
president’s 
objective 
is to 
re-emphasize 
his 
longstanding con­ 
cern with peace and progress in Asia,” 


Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler said in 
announcing the Asian tour. 
Secretary of State WUliam P. Rogers 
will accompany the president on the visit 
to Manila and Indonesia and then break 
away on a separate tour that will take him 
to Japan, 
Korea, 
Taiwan, 
Australia 
and New Zealand. 
Although details of the trip have not 
yet been worked out, Ziegler said the 
president was expected to return to Wash­ 
ington Aug. 3. 
Agerpress, the Romanian news agen­ 
cy, announced plans for the trip short­ 
ly 
before the White House statement. 
The 
government of Pakistan issued a 
similar 
announcement from Rawal­ 
pindi. 
Agerpress said Nixon would visit Ro­ 


mania ‘‘At the invitation of Nicolae Ceau- 
seseu, 
President of the State Council 
of Romania.” 
Ziegler said Nixon ‘‘plans to explore 
problems and opportunities related to 
securing and sustaining a lasting peace 
in Asia’’ during his conversations with 
Asian leaders.

Cub Scout Pack 103-Theme Winner 
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Svendsen 'Viking Den' 
bounty of imagination

The home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles (Chuck) Svendsen, is 
a collector’s item. Located at 
1001 N. Sixth, “ The \iking’s 
Den” is a ship loaded with the 
bounty of imagination, 
cap­ 
tained by a couple who can 
list 19 hobbies between them. 
Their treasure chest discloses 
hand-made 
wedding 
candles, 
beaded 
curtains, 
and model 
ships, collections of furniture, 
bells, bottles and other items, 
a gallery of paintings, interests 
in bicycle riding, writing poet­ 
ry, crocheting, playing cards, 
reading, target shooting, square 
dancing and many more. 
The Svendsens operate on 
the concept that sharing these 
hobbies with one another can be 
fun— after almost 35 years of 
m arriage. 
Together, they ferreted out 
2,800 eucalyptus buds, to be 
used as a beaded curtain divi­ 
der between living room and 
kitchen. In the Santa Maria 
area, they found what they were 
looking for in uniformity of 
shape and size. Each strand 
was threaded with the buds, 
interspersed with 1800 yellow 
and turquoise pop beads. 
Chuck’s mother, a friend of 
a Danish countess was gifted 
with a mahogany writing desk 
and maple chair, hand-crafted 
and carved by the countess. 
Legs of the chair were report­ 
edly placed on the wet beach 
sand for long periods of time, 
and shifting grains acting as an 
abrasive in smoothing and pol­ 
ishing the wood. The desk was 
completed in 1896 with the royal 
coat of arms inlaid at the top. 
According to Svendsen, as the 
94-year-old countess presented 
the desk to his mother, the for­ 
mer told of a precognitive vis­ 
ion foretelling her own death 
exactly six months later. Svend- 
son marvelled that it happened 
precisely as told, to the day. 
The Svendsens also have two 
marching brass lamps, made by 
a friend who owns an iron works 
in Alhambra. The filaments in 
the assortment of bulbs range 
from flowers to artificial gas 
flame and bird shades. In the 
hall, a ship’s helm is centered 
with an oval m irror. Svendsen 
has in his possession a violin 
made by his father when the 
latter was only 17 years old; 
playing his own tune, Chuck 
once made a ukelele. Another 
acquisition is a wooden brace 
and bit, the same type used in 
the days of the ill-fated Vasa 
some 300 years ago. In 1628, 
the 
Vasa sunk less than 
a 
nautical mile off shore on her 
maiden voyage from Stockholm. 
Experts surmised that her con­ 
struction was top-heavy, caus­ 
ing her to tilt irrevocably. 
Each year at Christmas time, 
the Svendsens get into a spirit 
of the season. For the past five 
years, they have won a first 
prize in the annual home dec­ 
oration contests. 
One of Lucille’s favorite past­ 
imes is collecting bells. Num­ 
bering around 100 they include 
brass, china, wind and sleigh 
bells 
The couple has tastefully dis­ 
played their many bottles filled 
with colored water— estimated 
around 75— on window sills 
and other appropriate areas. 
A whiskey bottle in the shape 
of a rocking chair elicited this 
comment 
from 
Chuck — 
“ After you’re full of whiskey, 
you rock.” A milk glass whiskey 
bottle depicts historical scenes; 
a wine bottle from Germany is 
hugged about the girth by an 
affectionate 
monkey 
in 
bas 
relief. 
Ornate wedding and anniver­ 
sary candles, the flower petals 
and other details hand-fashion­ 


ed, require a delicate tough. 
Svendsen melts multi-colored 
crayon into the wax in a cookie 
sheet in the oven. The trick, 
he says, is to mold the wax 
into the desired shape while it 
is just warm enough for mall­ 
eability. Too cold and its brit­ 
tle; too hot and its liquid. 
With his great love of the 
Sea, Chuck has taken up oil 
painting mostly in those re­ 
lated subjects. A wall mural 
landscape of trees and a cas­ 
cading stream dominates a kit­ 
chen nook. The painting is never 
finished. “ I wipe my brushes 
from other paintings on it, so 
that it’s pertpetually changing 
color,” grins Chuck. The in­ 
trepid artist bluffed his way 
into painting when asked a few 
years ago to provide paintings 
for a bar in San Diego, where 
he and Lucille resided at the 
time. 
“ It was a challenge,” He 
explained how he purchased a 
three-foot 
square 
masonite 
board and slapped some enamel 
paint on the surface with house 
brushes. “ If the subject began 
to look like something else, I 
just changed the picture.” Con­ 
sequently, 
what began 
as 
a 
stormy Lake Tahoe was turned 
upside down, became a snow­ 
capped mountain scene. Two 
other companion pictures were 
arrived at in much the same 
manner. All three were accept­ 
ed, and a new avocation was 
launched. 
Chuck’s first model ship was 
a family heirloom from his 
grandfather — a whaling ship 
made of wood. As a boy. Svenci- 
son “ sailed” the vessel in both 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans. 
Born in New Jersey, his fam­ 
ily transferred to California 
when he was 11 years old due 
to Chuck’s health. Doctors had 
diagnosed his condition as ter­ 
minal; the young lad was suf­ 
fering 
simultaneously 
from 
rheumatism and rheumatic fe­ 
ver. As his Danish parents im­ 
migrated to the United States 
where he was born, he claims 
he lias never seen any of his 
relatives other than his im­ 
mediate family. 
Svendsen, a former GDA em­ 
ployee for 23 years, has also 
taken his turn as stock car 
race driver, acrobatic flyer 
and yachtsman.

Largest B52 attack of year fails 
to turn back Ben Het attackers

SAIGON 
(UP I)—Ten waves 
of B52 bombers, in one of their 
heaviest strikes of the year, 
dropped 1.8 million pounds of 
bombs today on North Vietna­ 
mese soldiers surrounding the 
U.S. special forces camp at Ben 
Het. 
Still 
the 
shelling of the 
outpost 
continued 
as the 
Communists pushed their siege 
of the camp into its 54th day. 
U.S. 
headquarters 
said 236 
rounds 
slammed 
into the 
outpost 
Friday, 
with 
more 
reported this morning. 
A Viet Cong broadcast said 
the ring around the camp was 
tightening and that 1,600 Allied 
troops had died since the siege 
began May 6. 
About l,200SouthVietnamese 
troops simultaneously launched 
two spearheads in support of 
the camp, 600 of them trying to 
reopen the main land supply 
line, highway 512 from Dak To, 
eight miles away. 
The other 600, two battalions 
of South Vietnamese comman­ 
dos flown into Ben Het Friday, 
began combat sweeps west of 
the camp, trying to lure the 
Communists into the open for 
divebombers 
and 
helicopter 
gunships. 
The B52s, America’s biggest 
bombers, came in between 2 
am 
and 6 a.m. and dropped 
their 
20-ton bombloads onto 
“ rocket 
ridge,’’ 
where the 
Communists have 
their artil­ 
lery hidden six to eight miles

Vietnamese defenders. 


The bombardment brought to 
more than 6,000 the number of 
shells fired into the fortress 
since about 2,000 North Vietna­ 
mese troops surrounded it May 
6 and began the siege.

Reggie Jackson, who could 
turn out to be baseball’s newest 
superstar and the first one the 
Oakland A’s ever had, isn’t so 
sure about that even though he 
cracked his 28th homer of the 
season and 13th of the month in 
a contest against Kansas City 
Thusday 
to go eight games 
ahead 
of 
M aris’ 
home run 
record and 13 ahead of Babe 
Ruth’s. 
Although the season isn’t half 
over yet, Jackson already is 
beginning to bear the Maris- 
Ruth talk and because it is so 
early, he’s trying to block it out 
the 
same 
way 
Maris tried 
during the first half of 1961, the 
year he hit 61 homers to pass 
Ruth’s 60. 


"Sixty homers is a trem en­ 
dous 
feat 
to 
m e,” 
says 
Oakland's 23-year-old 
power­ 
house, "and it’s something I’m 
not capable of right now. I’ve 
got 28 home runs up to now and 
for me to hit 32 more is just an 
insurmountable sum .” 
Three persons are responsible 
for Jackson’s overnight em er­ 
gence as the major leagues’ 
No. I seat-buster. The first two 
are a pair of ex-Yankees, Hank 
Bauer, who manages the A’s, 
and Joe DiMaggio, who coaches 
for them, while the third is 
Richie Allen, who is having a 
spot 
of difficulty 
with 
the 
Phillies at the moment. 
Bauer’s role in Jackson’s 
home run output is the most 
intriguing. He merely tells his 
young 
rightfielder to go up 
there 
and 
hit 
one out and 
Jackson does. It sounds like a 
gag but it really isn’t. 
"If we’re in a close game or 
need a run,” Jackson says, " I ’ll 
look at Hank and say, ‘any way 
on base,’ which means does he 
want me to bunt, push or do 
something like that, and he’ll 
say, ’heck no, hit the ball outta 
the park.’ This has abearingon 
what I do up there at the plate, 
like what I'm gonna look for or 
what I’m gonna try to do.” 
Jackson also has been getting 
considerable help from DiMag­ 
gio, 
who did a little hitting 
him self in his day. 
"Joe D and 1 have been very 
close on the field and when 
we’re traveling on the plane,” 
Jackson says. "W e’re talking 
and conversing baseball all the 
tim e. Back in spring training, 
Joe and I worked about an 
hour, an hour and a half a day 
on just making contact with the 
ball. I went to a heavier bat, up 
to 37 ounces, and I asked Joe if 
he thought it was too much for 
me to handle. He said no.” 


Even before coming to spring 
training, Jackson had this idea 
in his head of trying a heavier 
bat so he got in touch with the

We don’t think much of the 
North-South bidding of to­ 
day’s hand. Their cards war­ 
rant the bidding of a grand 
slam. 
There are 13 tricks at clubs 
if the suit breaks 3-2 so it 
was just as well for North 
and South that they only 
reached six. 
It was also just as well 
that South knew how to make 
12 tricks against West’s five 
trumps. 
He played dummy’s queen 
of trumps at trick two and 
stopped to plan the entire 
play of the hand. He had to 
cash as many side suit cards 
as possible before getting 
around to doing some cross- 
ruffing. 
Furthermore, he wanted to 
iuff in dummy 
first. 
He 
started by cashing dummy’s 
second high diamond. Then 
he played three rounds of 
spades in order to discaid 
duhimy’s four of diamonds. 
So far everything was going 
fine. His next step was to 
cash his ace and queen of 
hearts. He had to get them 
home sometime and he didn’t 
want to take the chance that 
West might get a heart dis­ 
card on the third diamond. 
Then he led the third dia­ 
mond. West still had to fol­ 
low suit but that didn’t real­ 
ly matter. By this time South 
was in full command. He 
ruffed with dummy’s six of 
trumps and led a heart. It 
didn’t matter which heart he 
led since he ruffed it with 
his king of trumps. West was 
down to trumps by this time 
and had to underruff. 
Then South led his last 
spade. West ruffed with the 
10 and South was in the 
pleasant position of being 
able to make his contract by 
either 
overruffing 
or 
dis­ 
carding dummy’s last heart. 
Actually he overruffed, led 
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that last heart, ruffed with 
his nine of clubs and made 
his 12th trick with dummy’s 
eight after West took his 
jack.

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Family worship advised 
as foe of delinquency 


Common sense guide is 
basis of Sunday sermon 


REV. KENNETH LOSH 


First Baptist Church 
to host guest speakers 


The Rev. Kenneth Losh, dir­ 
ector of the Division of Cam­ 
pus Christian Life for the Am­ 
erican 
Baptist 
Churches of 
Southern California, will be the 
guest speaker Sunday at the 
11 a.m. worship service of First 
Baptist Church, Cypress Ave.

The pastor’s sermon in song 
is entitled “ Singing On Our 
Way.”

and "Softly and Tenderly.” 


Gilbert Herrera of Lompoc 
advocates family worship as a 
deterrent against juvenile del­ 
inquency. Herrera, his wife and 
their children, will be delegates 
to the seven-day international 
convention of Jehovah’s Witnes­ 
ses set for Dodger Stadium, 
July 14-20. 
At such gatherings, all fam­ 
ily 
members serve 
as 
del­ 
egates. There is no special 
selection of representatives and 
each member of the congrega­ 
tion is qualified and encouraged 
to attend. Officials anticipate an 
attendance of 55,000. 
As a minister, Herrera is 
concerned about delinquency, 
both in adults and juvenile. He 
recommends Christian meet­ 
ings as an effective means of 
combating this increase, and 
stresses parental example and 
family worship as the strong­ 
est weapon against indifference 
toward God and toward emphas­ 
izing the individual’s responsi- 
ility to his fellow man. 


“ Unfortunately, in this age 
of 
expediency 
many 
family 
heads would rather see a good 
example than be one. Setting a 
good example is not always con­ 
venient or personally advanta­ 
geous in a competitive world. 


Thus, bad examples flourish,” 
Herrera said. Explaining that 
family worship is more 
than 
just taking your children to 
church, or worse, just sending 
them, he advised it is a matt­ 
er of each family member un­ 
derstanding 
and appreciating 
his proper relationship with 
God and how it can be a day 
set aside each week for a home 
Bible study— not merely Bible 
reading, mind you, but a Bible 
study where doctrines, Bible 
laws, and Bible principles are 
carefully considered,” Herrera 
went on to say “ Dicipline is 
also an important factor in com­ 
bating lawlessness because it 
teaches 
a 
child 
what 
is 
expected of him. It means set­ 
ting down clearly defined rules 
and principles that you expect 
him to keep, then enforcing 
them with firmness and love. 
It is virtually necessary that 
these rules and principles have 
a strong foundation such as 
a Bible provides. The excel­ 


lent counsel found there for 
both children and parents has 
never been excelled,” he de­ 
clared. 
Expressing the thought that 
stronger 
laws 
and 
tougher 
enforcement are not the answer 
to lawlessness, he observed that 
the worldwide delinquency pro­ 
blem today is the result of a 
breakdown in morals plus the 
shrinking 
of responsibilities 
among adults in general and am­ 
ong parents in particular. Men­ 
tioning also the changing views 
the world has adopted on moral 
values, 
ignoring 
the Bible’s 
clear-cut counsel, he went on 
to say, “ A generation ago many 
psychiatrists rejected the Bib­ 
le’s 
counsel 
on child train­ 
ing, 
saying discipline would 
stunt the child’s personality 
growth. Now, many are going 
back to its principles. They are 
now realizing that an undisci­ 
plined personality often is a 
genius, but a genius of wrong­ 
doing.” 
In 
conclusion he 
stressed 
“ Conventions of Jehovah’s wit­ 
nesses are arranged as a reg­ 
ular and important part of my 
family’s educational program, 
and are therefore designed for 
all members of the family.” 


Continuing his series of ser­ 
mons on books of the Old Tes­ 
tament, the Rev. Richard E. 
Harris, Congregational pastor 
of the Valley of the Flowers 
United Church of Christ, will 
base his sermon “ A Common- 
Sense Guide to a Good Life” 
on the Book of Proverbs. His 
children’s story, “ Look at the 
Ants,” will be geared to the 
fact that the kindergarten chil­ 
dren will attend the first part 
of the worship service with the 
older youngsters on this last 
Sunday of the month. 
Services at the United Church 
are held each Sunday at 10:00 
a.m., with classes and child 
care at the same hour. A cof­ 
fee hour in the education build­ 
ing follows.

Auxiliary bishop finds 
self 'deeply troubled'

The Most Rev. James P. 
Shannon, auxiliary bishop of the 
Roman Catholic archdiocese of 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, is a 
devoted Catholic, a good priest 
and an honest man. 
He comes as close as anyone 
I 
know 
to 
deserving 
the 
description “ Christ-like.” 
That 
he 
should 
now be 
embroiled 
in 
an 
agonizing 
confrontation with his superiors 
is an indication of how far the 
Catholic Church has drifted 
during the past year toward a 
disastrous schism. 
The 
personal 
tragedy of 
Bishop Shannonand the larger 
tragedy of his churchbegan to 
unfold last July 29, when Pope 
Paul VI issued an encyclical 
asserting that “ each and every 
marriage act must remain open 
to the transmission of life.” 
Like many other Catholics, 
Shannon was dismayed by the 
Pope’s stand on birth control. 
But the habit of loyalty and 
obedience, developed during 23 
years in the priesthood, made 
him try to uphold the Pope’s 
views in his pastoral counseling 
sessions with Catholic couples. 
Last Sept, 23, after what he 
described as “ weeks of anguish, 
days of prayer and hours of 
fear,” he wrote a confidential 
letter to the Pope, stating that

reply, 
the 64-year-olc 
bishop received a letter from 
the Vatican Secretariat of State 
advising him to reconsider the 
matter thoughtfully and prayer­ 
fully. 
On Nov. 23, Shannon formally 
submitted his resignation as 
auxiliary bishop of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis and pastor of St. 
Helena’s parish. This was done 
in a confidential communication 
to his superior, Archbishop Leo 
Binz, who evidently forwarded 
the resignation to Rome. 
Subsequently, 
Shannon was 
summoned to Washington, D. 
C., for a conference with the 
Pope’s 
representative, 
Ar­ 
chbishop Luigi Raimondi. Rai­ 
mondi 
indicated the Vatican 
would accept the resignation if 
Shannon would go into volunta­ 
ry exile in a foreign country. 
Shannon declined to go along 
with this arrangement, after 
ascertaining that he would be 
given no work to do abroad but 
would merely be hidden away 
in a remote place. 
The story of Shannon’s ordeal 
was revealed last month by 
Willmar L. Thorkelson, 
reli­ 
gion editor of the Minneapolis 
Star. The archdiocesan chance­ 
ry at first issued a flat denial 
that any resignation had been 
submitted, but reversed itself 
after Shannon confiroed Thork- 
elson’s report. The Vatican did 
a 
similar flip-flop, at first 
denying any knowledge of the 
case and later putting out a 
report of the Pope’s “ kind” 
attempts to “ calm” Shannon. 
Whether the resignation has 
ever been accepted is still 
cloaked 
in official secrecy. 
Shannon evidently feels that it 
has, for he has accepted a 
secular 
job teaching at St. 
John’s college, a nondenomina- 
tional school at Sante Fe, N.M. 
In a recent letter to a friend, 
Shannon described himself as 
“ a deeply troubled man.” 
“ Please pray for me,” he 
said. 
Prayer also would seem to be 
in 
order 
for the Catholic 
Church. 
“ Bishop Shannon has shown 
himself 
the 
most 
effective 
spokesman of the American 
Church 
to 
the 
young, 
the 
troubled, 
the alienated, 
the 
intellectuals at a moment when 
they and so many others find 
religion declining in influence, ” 
the Catholic magazine America 
said in an editorial this week. 
“ What is happening In the 
Church when it can be deprived 
of the official services of a man 
who would easily find himseld 
the popular choice for bishop by 
the laity and clergy of almost 
any diocese in the country?”

Beilenson said Wednesday. “ It

on 
the 
Assembly floor. 
Beilenson’s comments came 
after the Senate voted 28-7 to 
pass his sweeping prohibition 
on the advertising of cigarettes. 
Republican Assembly Speaker 
Robert 
T. 
Monagan, 
who 
assigns all bills for committee 
hearing, said he was unsure 
whether the measure would go 
to the 
Health 
and Welfare 
Committee or the Commerce 
Committee. 
Beilenson indicated the mea­ 
sure stood a better chance of 
gaining approval in Health and 
Welfare 
The far-reaching ban would 
apply to all newspapers and 
magazines published inCalifor- 
nia. National publications with 
regional editions would have to 
substitute ads InCalifornia. 
Cigarette 
commercials on 
television or radio would also 


be forbidden. 
Local stations 
airing network programs would 
have to replace cigarette spots 
with local commercials. 
A small number of limited 
circulation periodicals, which 
have no regional editions, would 
be exempt from the provisions. 
Billboard advertising of ciga­ 
rettes would also be banned. 
Beilenson’s original bill would 
have banned the advertising of 
all tobacco products. But he 
later restricted the prohibition 
to cigarettes.

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Warrens mark 


Volumes would be required— and volumes will be forth­ 
coming— to do justice to the 16 years of the “ Warren Court.” 
I his is true whether one views those years as a series of 
national calamities or marking one of the most brilliant 
chapters in the history of the United States Supreme Court. 
To use a label like the “ Warren Court,” is, of course, 
not quite accurate. The make up of the court is both fluid 
and remarkably stable. Two of its present 
members, were 
appointed as far back as Franklin D. Roosevelt’s second ad­ 
ministration. Chief Justice Earl Warren was only one man 
with one vote (and not always in the majority) among the 16 
associate justices who shared the high bench with him between 
1953, when he was appointed by President Eisenhower, and his 
retirement on June 23. 
But the court does seem to move in cycles and the chief 
justice does wield undoubted prestige and influence. The 
record of the past decade and a half— a burst of judicial 
activism not seen since the days of John Marshall—fully 
justifies our calling in an era and naming it after the man 
who presided over it. 
A sizable volume would be required merely to list the 
bare details of the many cases decided by the Warren Court, 
without going into their backgrounds or their effect upon 
society— school and other segretation, school prayers, state 
reapportionment, obscenity, dozens more in the area of 
criminal law alone. 
Any one of these decisions, or related decisions stemming 
from them, is still capable of generating heated contro­ 
versy at any dinner table discussion, but it is the latter 
that seem to be in the forefront of the public mind at the 
present time. The national mood is one of concern for “ law 
and order” and how to “ return” to it. Thus the speculation 
over incoming Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and the 
possibility that he and other conservative justices who may 
be appointed by President Nixon will remove the handcuffs 


the Warren Court allegedly placed on law enforcement auth­ 
orities. 
It is instructive to look at some of these “ handcuffs” . 
Chief among them are GIDEON, which guarantees a man 
the right to free counsel if he is indigent; DOUGLAS, which 
extends this right to appeals as well as trials; MAPP, which 
bans the use of illegally obtained evidence, and MIRANDA 
and ESCOBEDO, which require that a man be warned of his 
right to be silent and to have the assistance of counsel be­ 
fore incriminating statements can be taken from hini. 
“Can anyone say that these decisions threaten society?” 
asks Pennsylvania Suprene Court Judge Samuel J. Roberts. 
“Can anyone say that they undermind justice? To the con­ 
trary, they are absolutely necessary for the concept of 
ordered liberty and equal justice under law.” 
The trouble is that the Constitution gives the same rights 
to bad guys as to good guys. It is not the law-abiding citi­ 
zen whose name gets tacked onto landmark decisions but 
the man who has run afoul of the law. But the principles 
reaffirmed by these decisions invo’ving law-breakers (most 
of whom, it should be noted, were subsequently reconvicted 
within the guidelines laid down by the courts) have made 
more secure the rights of every American. 
What about the “ Burger Court?” About the only thing 
that can be said with certainty 
is that there may be less 
activism on the part of the court, less readiness to dive into 
political and social thickets, a period of relative calm while 
the nation catches up with the past 16 years. There may 
be some modification of Warren Court rulings in the mat­ 
ters of confessions, self-incrimination and obscenity, but 
there will certainly be no overthrow of basic fundamentals. 
The Warren Court has set a permanent stamp upon Am­ 
erican society and American history. Few chief justices 
few presidents, in fact— have had such a profound inpact 
upon their times as has Earl Warren.

Power plays

Germany’s 
most consequential 
banker, 
who pre­ 
fers to remain unnamed, privately re­ 
veals a conviction that revaluing the 
Deutsche mark now hinges more on in­ 
ternal political power plays than on our 
dollar, the British pound or the French 
franc. 
Moreover, he reveals much that 
is still untold about the top thinking 
(and infighting) when Chancellor Kurt 
George Kiesinger 
shocked world fi­ 
nance by refusing to revalue this coun­ 
try’s currency. 
Foreign 
Minister 
running 
for 
re- 
election 
this 
Sep­ 
tember and seeking to 
embarrass 
the 
Kie­ 
singer coalition gov­ 
ernment and eagerly 
carving up Kiesinger 
from 
the inside, un­ 
wisely pushed for re­ 
valuation. 
Then, re­ 
sponding 
to his own 
voice, 
he overstated 
certainly 
that 
it 
would come. 
The figure he forecast 
for the mark’s revaluation upward was 
6.25 per cent. Brandt went a long way 
out on a thin plank over a deep sea. 
This 
drumbeat 
was 
music to the 
ears of hard-pressed Washington, Lon­ 
don and Paris treasury chiefs. Econo­ 
mics Minister Karl Schiller, Brandt’s 
political 
teammate, 
joined Brandt in 
the pronouncement that told the world’s 
central 
bankers what they wanted to 
hear and, incidentally, 
cost interna­ 
tional money speculators their shirts. 
Arrayed — and still arrayed —against 
Brandt and Schiller were Kiesinger and 
powerful 
Finance 
Minister 
Franz- 
Joseph 
Strauss. 
And the four appear 
to have turned the mark into a verita­ 
ble Nibelungenlied 
shrouded 
in the 
covering mist of conspiracy. 
“ Behind the scenes,” observed my 
knowing friend, “all government cen­ 
tral bankers know an obvious fact: 
It 
is not the mark that is undervalued; the 
dollar, pound and franc are overvalued. 
They know that the world money crisis 
is not brought on by Germany, 
but by 
the financial irresponsibility of others, 
particularly 
the 
Wilson 
government 
in England.” 
The Kiesinger-Strauss 
stand proved 
three fundamental points in astounding 
Washington, 
London 
and Paris: (1) 
The Germans 
refuse to be treated any 
longer as a defeated nation. (2) They 
refuse to shoulder the burden for oth­ 
ers’ currency 
weaknesses. (3) 
They 
are strong enough to stand up to the 
pressures from Washington, 
London 
and Paris, even on the grounds of Ger­ 
many’s international pride alone when 
these pressures mounted 
last Novem­ 
ber and again this past April. 
By noon on that April day Washington, 
London and Paris were convinced that 
they had in hand a German decision to 
revalue. By 7 p.m. they realized with 
astonishment that the decision rested 
not with them but wUh Bonn. 
Several 
public op’nion factors sup­ 
ported 
Kiesinger anc Strauss and put 
their opponents into a buoby trap. First, 
the public here has a deep distrust of 
anything that even smacks of “monkey­ 
ing with the mark.” 
On 
June 20, 1948, 
a total of 500 
tons of newly printed 
banknotes were 
distributed among 
48 million West 
Germans. These fewer solid Deutsch 
marks were exchanged for the nearly 
worthless reichsmark 
inflation cur­ 
rency. 
The long lines of impoverished 
people queuing 
up in the industrial cit­ 
ies on that hot and humid 
summer 
morning were the last to be seen in post­ 
war Germany. 
Inflation is the dirtiest word in the 
German political 
vocabulary 
and the 
public 
feels equally revolted by “mon­ 
keying with the mark” and the inflation 
abhorrence. 
In addition, Brandt and Schiller could 
not deny that revaluation would reduce 
tax 
revenues. Under German law the 
federal budget must be balanced. The 
revaluation would put an estimated ad­ 
ditional $560 million burden on the bud­ 
get. 
Dr. Blessing, 
presidenTofthe' 
prestigious 
Federal Bank, confirmed 
this. 


Lastly, 
West 
Germany’s 
farmers 
cast a total of about three million votes, 
and they are bitterly opposed to revalu­ 
ation. The hardly 
realized fact is that 
agricultural prices here are fixed by the 
Common Market 
in dollars. Thus, the 
farmers 
would lose about $50 million 
for each percentage point of revaluation. 
The Bonn position, shared in this fi­ 
nancial capital of West Germany, is that 
the government will not tolerate revalua­ 
tion unless it is accompanied by parity 
readjustments in Washington, 
Londor 
and Paris. 


The financial experts here likewise 
claim that the fundamental 
we face in 
America in our gold and dollar crises 
is: 
Does the United States have control 
over its own economy? 
They say that 
any monetary 
system will work for us 
if we have a balanced budget and an equi­ 
librium in our international balance of 
payments. But no system will work if the 
United States has endless budget and bal­ 
ance - of - payments 
deficits. 
“That 
is for sure,” they insist.

Hope in silence 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The world’s most advanced industrial 
nations tend also to be the best agricul­ 
tural producers. The link is close, for 
farming today is a complex “science” 
industry.

the worst at it. 
Yet the trail being 
blazed by 
the big 
gainers — the United 
States, some Europe­ 
an lands, Japan and 
such surprising fol­ 
lowers as Nationalist 
China (Taiwan) and Mexico — is having 
its important effect worldwide. 
World food output is up 50 per cent 
since World War II, and crop acreage 
is 18 per cent higher than before that 
war. Meantime, global population has ris­ 
en 35 per cent. 
There has been an explosion of knowl­ 
edge about soils, plant physiology, ferti­ 
lizers, water use and control, pest and 
disease control, cropping techniques, 
machinery, reforestation, storage. 
The difficulty is that some farmers 
in the advanced nations and nearly all in 
the underdeveloped lands are either un­ 
aware of most of this knowledge or, for 
varying reasons, cannot apply it. 
Some world agronomists argue that if 
the new knowledge could be widely ap­ 
plied in the decades just ahead, the world 
land area under cultivation could be rock­ 
eted from a present 10 per cent to 30. 
In large parts of the globe, they say, 
food output could be doubled in 16 years. 
As in industry, Japan in farming has 
become almost a model. Starting with a 
handicapping cool climate, low original 
soil fertility and methods as primitive 
as any in Asia, it has emerged as the 
globe’s greatest practitioner of scientific 
farming. 
Its crop yields per acre are 6 to 1 
over huge India, struggling to feed 515 
million people. Japan uses more com­ 
mercial fertilizer than all the rest of 
Asia combined. At least 60 per cent of 
its arable land is heavily irrigated. It 
uses machinery fitted to small farms, the 


strongest, highest 
yielding crop vari­ 
eties, the best cropping techniques. 
If all Asia practiced farming as do the 
Japanese, food output there would soon 
be hundreds of millions of tons greater 
each year. Indeed, it is the start given 
improved farming by the conquering Jap­ 
anese at the turn of the century that 
helps put Taiwan and South Korea far 
above most other Asian lands in produc­ 
tivity today. 
The promise for the poor producers of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America can be 
seen in many places: 
-California, using water and new plant 
breeds well, gets a rice yield 10 times 
that of ancient mainland China, where 
it is the staple of life. 
—The United States, turning heavily to 
hybrid corn and appropriate fertilizer, 
is dramatically outstripping the world 
in yields. 
—Mexico, venturing with new breeds, 
fertilizer and water use, has doubled 
its wheat yields since the war. Some 15 
per cent of India’s wheatlands today 
are planted to Mexican varieties. 
—Pesticides have doubled U.S. potato 
production, and it is estimated that, if 
insect pests were well-controlled, a 30 to 
50 per cent increase in yields would oc­ 
cur in world food staples. 
—India and other Asian lands withwet- 
and-dry 
climates 
could irrigate huge 
acreages in their long rainless spells 
by storing the usable flow of swollen 
rivers in rainy months. Today India 
catches just one-third of that useful flow, 
and others do far worse. 
None of this promise can be fulfilled 
until the knowledge is spread wide and the 
farmers are trained, equipped, financed 
and given sorely needed new incentives 
personally and economically. 
Land reform, the darling of the lib­ 
erals and radicals, is a real need in 
Latin America and some other places. 
But it is just one element in a neces­ 
sarily sophisticated blend. The other, 
often-more-vital needs are the fullest 
useful application of farming sciences, 
industrial growth attuned to farming 
where farm manpower will always be 
heavy in number, new means of credit 
and co-operative management, new habits 
of working and living.
